STUDENTS. REPEL POLICE RAID 


TOKYO (UPI)—Several hundred fanatic stu- 
dents repelled a massive helicopter and ground as- 
sault by thousands of riot police for 10 hours today 
on the bloodied campus of Tokyo University. 

At nightfall the police, under government or- 
ders to recapture the nation’s leading university 
and rout out the rebels, wearily withdrew but vowed 
a new attack Sunday. 

The students, who were holed up in the main 
administration building, with its nine-storey bell- 
tower and huge auditorium, fought off police rushes 
with acid, giant slingshots, firebombs, rocks and 
staves.

“SHE SWITCH OF EMPHASIS 
from health department to B.C. 
Pollution Control Board within the 
provincial cabinet has left the whole 
question of pollution control in a con- 
fused state. The government should 
waste no time in publicizing its in- 
tentions with regard to control stand- 
ards, for not only is this a matter 
of high public priority, it is also a 
matter on which large-scale muni- 
cipal sewerage programs now await 
* some indication of applicable regula- 
tions. , 

Saanich, for instance, is prepared 
to go ahead with new sewerage plans 
which will open up sizable areas to 
subdivision and building, but little 
can be done until the significance of 
Mr. Loffmark’s declining influence 
and Mr. Williston’s reaffirmed 
authority becomes clear. 

As health minister, Mr. Loffmark 
was about to publicize standards of 
permissible pollution levels which 
would govern municipal and indus- 
trial practice, and he quoted legisla- 
tive authority to back his conten- 
tion-that no project which involved 
added pollution of the sea could pro- 
ceed without a permit from his of- 
fice. 

The Pollution Control Board 
has. standards of its own, but Mr. 
Loffmark’s promised to be some- 
what more stringent, and this pros- 
pect was welcomed by many sec- 
tions of the public as a recognition 
of the serious extent of pollution in 


our environment today. Air, water - 


and land are increasingly being con- 
taminated by substances which in 
many cases are harmful to human, 
animal and plant life. Clearly a firm 
stand must be made, and Mr. Loff- 
mark appeared ready to make one. 
Now, apparently, he has suffered a 
political reverse. 

While Clarification is awaited, it 
is noteworthy that Central Saanich 
appears determined to proceed with 
the sewage treatment plant it an- 
nounced some months ago. A large- 
scale sewerage and treatment system 
is also being recommended in Great- 
er Vancouver, The $80-million plan, 
spread over six years, would involve 
ten municipalities within the Greater 
Vancouver Sewerage and Drainage 
District and five others adjacent 
to it. 

The Pollution Control Board is 
on record with a ban on untreated 
sewage in lower mainland waters to 
become effective at the beginning of 
1975. But application of similar re- 
strictions in the Greater Victoria 
area is still not clear, nor the level of 
standards which might apply. The 
whole situation is unsatisfactory. 
Too many important projects are 
being held in abeyance while the 
government settles internal con- 
flicts. The public has a right to 
know to what extent the govern- 
ment intends to protect the environ- 
ment not only for the present but as 
part of a cohesive, long-range plan. 


A Normal Development 


HE PROPOSAL THAT CANADA 
should exchange a representa- 
tive of ambassadorial rank with the 
Vatican is 1a logical one and only 
governmental fears of excessive pro- 
test from anti-Catholic sources with- 
in this country. prevented its imple- 
mentation years ago. Almost every 
country of note retains an ambassa- 
dor in the Vatican, not only because 
it is a normal procedure thus.to rec- 
ognize a sovereign entity, but also 
because the Vatican, through its 
many associations in all parts of the 
world, is an excellent source of in- 
formation on international affairs. 
The Vatican for many years has 
maintained a representative in Ot- 
tawa under the title of apostolic dele- 
gate. Exchange of representatives 


on the ambassadorial level would in 
effect mean little more than the pro- 
motion of this official to the title of 
pro nuncio, Canadians who fear an 
undue influence of the Vatican on 
Ottawa policies by reason of an am- 
bassador’s presence must rate our 
sovereignty at a precariously low 
point and our national viability at a 
very shaky stage of development. 


This is an age of ecumenicalism™ 


jn which religious differences are 
being played down as an important 
factor in world affairs. There is'no 
good reason why a normal diplo- 
matic exchange should not be car- 


ried out — and a similar one with 
equally non-Protestant Peking when 
the situation permits. 


The Rising Costs of Rescue 


c= BAY MARINA MANAGER 
Bob Wright is familiar with 
the tradition of the sea which re- 
quires a mariner or a boatman to go 
to the assistance of a craft in dis- 
tress. This is a practical concept if 
only because the rescuer may some- 
day require help himself. But Mr. 
Wright has been’ called upon time 
and again to provide rescue services. 
The problem confronting him now is 
more than his personal concern. It 
is a matter of protection for hun- 
dreds of people, many inexperienced, 
who are turning to the water for 
recreation. And it is an issue that 
will impose itself on others in his 
position. 

Mr. Wright has a professional in- 
terest in boating safety and in ren- 
dering aid. He is justified, however, 
as a marina manager, in saying that 
there are limits to what he should be 
expected to do without recompense. 
Hence his announcement that short- 
ly, when he acquires a boat specially

Perhapsa solution may be 
found by instituting a minimum 
service charge payable, if the rescued 
person is-unable, by the municipality 
whose police seek the assistance of 
a boatman, in the manner of a gar- 
age computing a bill for towing and 
other work.

Prairie Farming Is Not the Easy Way Out 


& penchant of prairie governments 

for operating in regional vacuums 
has come to the fore again with the 
announcement -that Saskatchewan. is 
going to try to “far- 
merize” the Indians 
on two reserves 
northwest of Prince 
Albert, It is going to 
set_up “economically 
sound. farm units” 
for the Indians and 
organize a-~<joint 
council to brain-trust 
everything to see 
that the Indians take 
full advantage of all Gray 
available government assistarice.. The 
province will supply all the farm 
machinery necessary and ARDA will 
kick in $50 an acre for land clearing, 
breaking and root picking. 

This surely is the most grandiose 
scheme yet devised to put the reserve 
Indians to work. It is being launched in 
ignorance, seemingly, of the unhappy 
results in Alberta of attempts to 
“‘farmerize” the Indians. Perhaps the 
financial comprehensiveness of the Sas- 
katchewan scheme will help it succeed 
where Alberta attempts failed. 


Earlier Experiment 


One of the largest and most imagina- 
tive of these schemes was undertaken 20 
years ago on the Blood Indian Reserve 
west of Lethbridge. A group of agricul- 
tural scientists at the Lethbridge Experi- 
mental Farm joined local business men 
in a deal to lease 10,000 acres. of Blood 
land for a wheat growing project. 

The idea was to teach the young 
Indians to farm so that when the lease 
expired they could take over and operate 
the huge wheat farm, The white men 


provided the equipment and know-how 
and the intention was for the Indians to 
do the work for regular farm wages. 

On the surface it looked like a near 
perfect scheme. The promoters would 
make money from the bumper crops 
from the virgin land. The Indians would 
earn wages and learn to farm as they 
earned. There was reason for optimism, 
moreover, because ‘the Indians ,were 
already doing well raising hay and some 
were keeping some livestock. 

But haying came naturally to the 
gregarious Indians. They could work 
together at it, and togetherness is a 
hallmark of the western Indians. Haying, 
moreover, was something they could do 
at their own pace. 


Turned Off 


Most of the operations of a whéat 
farm -are loner jobs, Aside from long- 
distance running, there is nothing as 
lonely as driving a farm tractor, 
swather, weed sprayer or combine. The 
Bloods turned themselves off this project 
to such an extent that the lease holders 
had to hire white men in Lethbridge to 
do most of the work. That is how, in the 
main, things are still managed on this 
operation. 

A prime objective of the Saskatche- 
wan project is to get the Indians into 
livestock. Here too the Alberta exper- 
jence has been less than excitingly 
successful. A strong effort has been 
made-to get the Stoney tribe west of 
Calgary to sell off their herds of useless 
horses and get into cattle. Headway is 
distressingly slow. 

It is axiomatic in prairie cattle 
production that a cow-calf operation 
must raise its own feed. The Stoneys 
broke some of their land and planted it 
to tame hay. But the weeds were allowed 


to take over and a very short crop was 
cut. And when it was baled the bales 
were allowed to lie around in the fields 
for weeks. 

Livestock, of course, requires a great 
deal of looking after during prairie 
winters. Taking care of livestock has 
been something which the reserve 
Indians have never shown much talent 
for or interest in. Not even a highly 
subsidized  government-Indian cattle 
scheme can succeed without personal 
attention to the animals. 


Two Strikes on It 


All this does not mean that the 
Saskatchewan scheme is doomed to 
failure or not worth trying. It does mean 
that it has two strikes on it before it 
starts: For one thing, organizing into 
“economically sound farm units” has 
been difficult for third generation 
farmers, never mind inexperienced In- 
dians. Indeed, no one has yet defined 
what such a unit is. One farmer can get 
rich on a spread that wili-bankrupt his 
neighbor. 

And if farming was something anybody 
could learn in a few easy lessons there 
would be no need for the armies of 
researchers and extension workers who 
now are on government payrolls. That 


these agencies exist testifies to the fact. 


that success.in farming is as difficult to 
achieve as in any other occupation. 

Despite all this. and more, there 
seems to be a consensus in the west that 
if Indians could be turned into farmers 
the reserves would be a success and the 
Indian problem would disappear. Nobody 
suggests however that a similar solution 
could be achieved by turning Indians into 
doctors, dentists, engineers or computer 
operators, some of which would be a lot 
easier to learn. 


Flying Solo 


‘py R. L. CURTHOYS

FTER ten months im office, Aus- 

tralia's prime minister emerges as 
a man who keeps everyone guessing, 
even his colleagues—in -cabinet. John 
Gorton has 
tradition. Soon after assuming office he 
said’ in a TV interview, “The Prime 
Minister is pot to be chairman of a 
committee. He should put to. cabinet 
what he believes should be done, and if 
he believes it strongly enough, then it 
must be done.” 

Since then he has often found 
compromise: ‘in .cabinet_. essential; but 
more often it is his view that has 
prevailed, Thus there has been increas- 
ing concentration of authority- in the 
prime minister and his entourage, As 
one .experienced observer has put it, 
“You're either with the PM or you're 
right out of the picture.’’ 


Handted Negotiations” ~ 


Mr. Gorton clearly believes he has 
responsibility for the administrative acts 
of all his ministers. He has played a 
major role in the evolution of foreign 
policy, hitherto very much the preserve 
of Minister for External Affairs Paul 
Hasluck. He handled personally the 
important negotiations with the British 
government and the Bank of England 
that ensured Australia at least some 
security from the effects of any further 
devaluation of sterling. He, and not the 
minister responsible, negotiated with 
suppliers of oil and gasoline marketing 
arrangements for Australian crude oil. 
He promulgated the rather rough and 
ready measures that frustrated attemps 
by overseas financiers to take over a big 
Australian insurance company. 

Most ministers were not told of his 
decision not to hazard a general election 
before Christmas. They learned of it at a 
brief meeting of government members 
hurriedly summoned to launch the 
surprise. Even ministers. of cabinet rank 
were told of Mr. Gorton’s decision to 
increase parliamentary salaries only a 
matter of hours before the necessary bill 
was introduced 

The prime minister has not spared 
himself in getting first-hand knowledge 
of Australia. He has flown many tens of 
thousands of miles over it, mixing freely 
with welcoming crowds and making 
exhaustive inspections of big develop- 
mental projects. He has won hosts of 
admirers by his penchant for informal- 
ity, his friendliness, his warm sympathy 
for the man on the land and his genuine 
interest in all he has seen. 


Top Echelon Soured 


During his long regime Sir Robert 
Menzies studiously cultivated good rela- 
tions with the top echelon of the civil 
service, recognizing in it the backbone of 
government. Mr. Gorton soured his 
relations with the service by uncere- 
moniously transferring the head of the 
prime minister’s department to a new 
cabinet secretariat and replacing him 
with Cyrus Hewitt, then chairman of the 
universities commissior 

Never have -a prime _ minister’s 
relations with the six state premiers, 
five of them now belonging to Mr. 
Gorton's Liberal party, been worse. Sir 
Henry Bolte of Victoria in a stinging 
attack on his authoritarian handling of 
federal-state financial relations declared 
recently that the federal government's 
prestige had diminished under Mr, 
Gorton. He should treat the states as 
partners, added Sir Henry, not as 
mendicants. going meekly to Canberra 
for inadequate hand-outs.

Nixon Challenge—To Revive Foreign Aid 


HE greatest challenge, and the great. 
est opportunity, facing President- 
elect Richard M. Nixon, in the eyes of 
many foreign observers, is not the Middle 
East or Vietnam or 
Soviet-American r e- 
lations. It is the need 
to recover lost mo- 
mentum in the area 
of foreign aid. The 
extent to which de- 
velopment assistance 
(as they call it). 
dominates_the mental 
horizons of millions 
of people is’ a phe- 
nomenon little appre- 
ciated in the richer parts of the world. To 
poor countries, there is no preoccupation 
that remotely approaches it in import- 
ance and urgency. 

I have just had this fact brought 
home to me, once again, here at an inter- 
American “Water for Peace” conference 
at the Mayaguez Hilton hotel, a pleasant 
country-club-sized resort on the attrac- 
tive but little-visited west coast of 
Puerto Rico. 

Of the 35 governmental and private 
experts from 22 countries and seven 
international organizations here to study 
ways_of using water_more effectively in 
economic development, eight approached 
me in the first 24 hours to ask anxiously 
and earnestly what Nixon would do about 
foreign aid. 


Frye 


Revamping Urged 


_ They are well aware that in recent 
weeks two major American study groups 
have released comprehensive reports, 
after long inquiry, urging a revamping 
and revitalization of the foreign-aid 
program. : 

But, they ask, will Nixon’s heart be in 
it? Does he understand its importance? 
If so, can he get it through Congress? 
Have the American people irrevocably 
soured on foreign aid? 

There are no’ ready answers. Nixon 
has not shown his hand; he may not 
have given the subject much thought. It 
probably has low priority with_him. 


The President-elect was exposed, 
during a UN visit last month, to the 
highly persuasive and superbly informed 
commander-in-chief of the UN’s war on 
poverty, Paul G. Hoffman, Nixon came 
away sounding impressed. 

Hoffman is still the grand old man of 
economic development. Despite all re- 
buffs for the UN’s first “Decade of 
Development” (1961-1971), he refuses to 
take a defeatist view. : 

It took a generation for the idea of 
conservation to catch on with the 
American people, he recalls. When first 
broached by Gifford Pinchot in 1912, it 
was scorned. as.nonsense..Two hundred 
years may be necéssary before everyone 
pitches in to help with development, he 
says. . 

Things ‘are moving somewhat faster 
than that. Ten years ago, when Hoffman 
first joined the UN’s humanitarian 
“general staff,” there was exactly $26.5 
million a year to spend on helping two 
thirds of the world — 2 billion people — 
lift themselves by their bootstraps. 

Now the UN Development Program 


has a yearly budget of $180 million. This 
is still peanuts, but it is a lot more than 
it was, 


It is not enough to win the war. 
Population growth in-many of the poorer 
countries is eating up so much of the 
increase in gross national product (GNP) 
that the average net per capita 
improvement is something like 1.5 
per cent — roughly $1.50 a year, the 
average per capita income in two thirds 
of the world being $100 a year or less. 

But that is not the full story. In 25 of 
the 44 countries getting the most UN aid, 
the unadjusted growth rate has been 
boosted to 5 percent or more, and in two 
«South Korea and Malawi) it is over 10 
per cent, When adjusted to populaticn, 
economic growth in the 25 countries 
averaged 3 per cent per capita. 

This is not sensational; it is nowhere 
near good enough, But it represents 
some progress, and proves that poverty 
can be licked. 

If the birth rate could be kept under 
reasonable control, the results. could be 


Nature Rambles

If you have been able to walk around 
some of the trails at Francis Park 
during the cold snap you may have seen 
many different patterns of ice forma- 
tions. 

Under the heavy overhead canopy of 
the climax forest the frost has hardly 
penetrated at all. Here the forest duff 
seems to have created a small amount of 
heat so that even some of the cap 
mushrooms are not touched by the frost. 

What few mosses are growing here are 
bright and green and are not crisp to the 
touch, though there are many small 
twigs and branchés that have broken off 
the tops of the trees. 

In this part of the forest there is 
almost no snow on the ground. 


Along the trails where it is open there 


is a different pattern. Here the frost has 


formed a thin crust of ice on the top of 
the snow. Also, on the leaves and twigs 
there is a film of ice that glitters and 
shines. j 

The small pockets of water have 
frozen a milky white, while under the ice 
are lance-like formations.

Germany, Britain, Belgium 
and Australia also devote more of their 
GNP to development aid than the United 
States does, though in several cases 
“aid” is broadly defined. The figure for 
the Soviet Unicn is roughly 0.1 per cent. 


Hoffman Figures 


Hoffman figures that in 1967, the 
gross transfer of funds from rich to poor 
countries from all sources was between 
$11 and $12 billion. This included 
bankable loans and sound private 


investments from which a profit could 


reasonably be expected. 


When commercial transactions of this 
kind are excluded, and repayment of 
principal and interest — the “‘contra- 
flow’’—is subtracted, the net total of 
real “aid,” given without expectation of 
something tangible in return, came to 
about $4 billion, Hoffman estimates. 

This compares with $160 billion in 
defence expenditures, a ratio of 40 to 1. 

Roughly 85 per cent of the cost of 
development has been paid, and must be 
paid, Hoffman says, by the people of the 
developing countries themselves The 
remaining 15 per cent, while relatively 
small, is indispensable “if we are to 
compress within 30-40 years the process 
of development which took the western 
world 200 years.” ' . 

Growing recognition that this goal 
must be reached, he says, is ‘‘one of the 
most important developments in. the 
history of mankind.” If so, he is having 
a great deal to do with making history.

This tactic of figuring, out what the 
eonsequence of his actions ought to be and 
then being incapable of adjusting to what 
they actually are is «what triggered 
Trudeau's feud with the press. 

It's inconceivable that so perceptive a 
man can't realize that his unorthodox mode 
of personal behavior makes him «interesting 
to the public (and therefore the ‘press), that 
at least part of the reason for his selection as 
Liberal leader and his victory“ at the polls 
last June 25 was the curiosity he aroused as a 
romantic figure devoted to women, cars and 
clothes. 

Now’ he wants to pretend that these 
things are entirely peripheral, and that he 
never deliberately made them elements. of 
his public life. 

But what about the campaign buttons 


tilling “It's spring’? What about the 
Trudeau bunnies _or whatever _ they. were 
called (and jr den mother with the 


transmitter in her bra)? 

What about Trudeau himself? Was he 
forced to display his torso in bathing trunks 
and obligingly do backflips into an Oakville 
swimming pool? Did he have to do a quick 
bugaloo by the roadside near Montreal while 
they were repairing his campaign bus? 

Was all that kissing infticted on him? Or, 
what's more pertinent -to the current 
disagreement: did he really have to spend his 


first lunch in London, only two hours before, 


his initial meeting with Harold Wilson, with a 
blonde adventuress who'd been boasting for 
months that she intended ‘to marry him? 

If he really feels suddenly so inverted 
and shy, then why does he continue to display 
himself in the kind of situations he pretends 
to despise? If he displays himself, why is he 
so shocked when the press reacts and reports 
his activities? 

“Dating” in Canada and in most Western 
societies is a phenomenon usually confined to 
the age group from 15 to 25 so when there 
appears a 4S/year-cld prime minister who 
“dates” . (and talks constantly about his 
“young ladies’’) it’s news.

Any politician who uses personal exhihi- 
tionism for effect (as Trudeau certainly | 
does—why else, in heaven's name, did he 
slide down the bannister in full evening dress 
at Lancaster House?) must be prepared to 
risk the consequences, Publicity is not a 
controllable commodity that can be tured 
off at the whim of its creator. _ 

One of the difficulties in his press -| 
feud—and he has some reason to be furious 
with its excesses—is the well-known fact that 
he has long harbored a very nearly 
uncontrollable disdain for most journalists. 

His. staff-treats reporters like snarling 
dogs to be propitiated with large bones, or if 
that doesn’t work, as it didn’t in London, 
large kicks. 


‘Virtually Invulnerable’ 


“You chaps must learn,’’ one of his press 
secretaries remarked one night at Claridge’s 
Hotel,"’ “that Pierre's public popularity is 
such that he's virtually invulnerable.” 

That may. be true, and perhaps his 
invulnerability will survive into the next 
election campaign and-beyond. It's doubtful if 
in® Trudeau's carefully calculated lexicon of 
political values, the limited success of his | 
first journey abroad distrubs him very much. 

He's well aware that his mandate has at 
least four more years to run, that domestic 
problems, particularly Ottawa-Quebec rela- 
tions, must be his first priority, and that 
there will be other occasions for international 
initiatives. 

But what his journey demonstrated is 
that he has yet to learn two lessons albout 
power: that the private man must always be 
secondary to the public man though the 
electors judge both, and that the public man 
must have some feelings, not just thoughts, 
about his job. 

As the Swedish writer Jan Myrdal 
commented recently: ‘The tension you can 
feel between clear and translucent intellec- 
tuality and primal emotion ts fruitful tension.

what has become almost a 
procedure in two of our own, § 
At UBC and Uvic, when 
smouldering unrest  threat- 
ens to break into conflagra- 
tion — and presidents depart 
— the authorities call in the 
firemen, Deans Walter Gage 
and Bob Wallace. 

The pair may not put the 
fire out entirely, but they 
seem to damp it down sufficiently to avert 
destruction of the institutions they serve. 

I could be biased. I count both men my 
friends. I'm not alone. They have a capacity 
for friendship and friendliness which inspires 
confidence and attracts wide support among 
younger people and their own contempor- 
aries, That capacity is enhanced by an ability 
to see more than one side of an issue, to 
avoid being dogmatic and, at the same time, 
to escape the weakness of indecision. 

These characteristics have apparently 
appealed, so far, to the students and created 
for the firemen a reservoir of trust. I 
wonder, occasionally, how long each can 
stand the pressures, the hours, the expendi- 
ture of energy and the frictions to which 
they’ré subjected. Up to now, they've “been 
able to cope. 

* * * 

It becomes tiresome, these days. to read 
the cliches applied to various figures who, are 
appointed to university leadership, You grow 
weary of hearing that this one is student- 
oriented, that one the instrument of big 
business, another an inherent dictator and so 
on, 

Deans amd Acting-Presidents Gage and 
WalRace don't fit into these_rigid stereotypes. 
From their introduction into university work, 
both have been deeply involved in students as 
individuals, Both’ also happen to be with the 
institutions to which they owe, or at least 
give, personal devotion dating back a 
generation. Both have bone<deep pride in 
their universities, which nurtured them as 
students and, in turn, have been nurtured by 
them. Neither is an empire builder, nor a 

’ man seized with high-vaulting ambition which 
o'erleaps-itself. By sentiment — and perhaps 
some sentimentality — they are tied to UBC 
and the University of Victoria respectively. 


Up to now, they have demonstrated that 
loyalty begets loyalty. And in a more prosaic 
way, they have illustrated the value of bal 
knowledge in meeting problems. They don't 
work miracles. They don’t have to and 
miracles have not been expected from them 
unless keeping a university running is one of 
the modern miracles. 

These qualities will not inevitably eliminate 
all possibility of attack against them by what 
are called activists among the student body. 
It must be exceedingly difficult, though, to 
press such attacks against.men with their 
various records — a point Mlustrated locally 
when the student body rose to repudiate 
sharply a. vote of censure sought by the 
activists recently. 

* * * 

Those of us who thought we were the 
young radicals of Victoria College in the last 
of the 20s — we talked about Karl Marx 
without knowing much about him or his 
theories — remember when young Walter 
Gage joined the staff to pull the course in 
mathematics together. His efforts to that end 
were a complete success. But they were only 
part of the job he did. Walter was 
effervescently enthusiastic about college 
spirit. He brought out a book of college 
songs, joined young people on Friday hights 
at Terry's, took in the games, rugby, 
basketball and occasionally field hockey. 

When he left to resume his love affair 
with the University of British Columbia. 
Craigdarroch had gained from the imprint he 
placed upon it. Try to pick flaws in Walter 
Gage among students of that era and you 
have a’ fight on your hands. 

Bob Wallace was moving up and through 
Victoria College before Walter’s time. By 
coincidence both. majored in mathematics. 
And when Bob returned to teach, he had no 
difficulty in winning both respect and 
popularity among his students. A man who 
eart-turn-from-higher-maths to explain how to 
make up a box score or a batting average 
has an advantage over others.

Thus, the art of children is 
unique, remaining — within its 
own borders, as. anthropolo- 
logically and_ psychologically 
stimulating as it.is aesthetic. 
Those who live outside its 
reach indeed suffer a definite 
fear of deprivation, and we 
would all do well to now and 
again seize the opportunity to 
see it when an extensive 
showing is at hand. 

Through Feb. 2, the Provin- 
cial Museum is exhibiting the 
fruits of nine years’ labor by 
artist-teacher Robert Aller of 
Port Alberni, who has taken it 
upon himself to make avail- 
able, for Indian children in 
particular, the stimuli and 
materials for graphic expres- 
sion. 


The activity has been main- 
tained as primarily recrea- 
tional, with a de-emphasis on 
instruction, so that the ex- 
pression remains as uninhib- 
ited and non-commercial as 
possible. Aller has remained 
primarily interested in reach- 
ing Canadian Indian children 
in distant areas of British 
Columbia, Manitoba and On- 
tario. 

. 


Some parts of the program 
were sponsored by the depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs, others 
by several Indian ~- communi- 
ties, and a good many parts 
were volunteered by Mr. Aller 
himself. 

The children involved 
ranged in age from -to 17, 
with the largest number, 
among early teen-age partici- 
pants, working in mixed 
media, in two and three 
dimensions. 

There was apparently no 
attempt made to suggest 
Indian . subject matter or 
designs, though it naturally 
appears from time to time, 
especially in the work of the 
older children. 

What is most important is 
that, however lacking in 
urban niceties, economic se- 
curity or language skills, the 
kids are perfectly adequate 
when it comes to the visual 
arts. 


If anything, and according 
to Pied Piper Aller, they 
come to art with a natural- 
ness which is astonishing. In 
many cases, all he had to do 
was set up a work area, 
engage in a bit of dabbling 
himself, and the diminutive 
onlookers, gathering rapidly in 
number, were clamoring for 
paints, brushes and paper “to 
do their own. thing”. From 
then on, it was with great 
difficulty that he could man- 
age a day off. 

The rest is a long and 
rewarding history, and much 
of it reflected in the chikiren’s 
work and. a photographic 
display accompanying the art. 

Everywhere is demon 
strated the sheer tactile and 
visual. exuberance in the ap- 
plication of paint and forma- 
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tion of image, the very thing 
acquired —solatently—by— the 
early modern painters who 
once thronged to the ethnolo- 
gical museums, suddenly af- 
fected by the art of Asia and 
Africa, marvelling in its free- 
dom and evocative power. 


With the exhibit at hand, 
the subject matter is as well 
refreshingly free of planes, 
guns, rockets and . violence» 
more concerned with natural 
surroundings, people, univer- 
sal symbols like sunbursts and 
pleasing abstract patterns. 

There is really nothing 
particularly Indian in the 
quality of these paintings. 
One is struck mainly with the 
thought that these are very 
normal children who have

been providetd with a tempor- 
ary respite from the rigors of 
their particular lives, who will 
learn all too soon that they 
are Indians, and less likely 
ever to hope for the luxury of 
art in their lives and careers. 
Make an attempt to see this 
show in the remaining days of 
this month: enjoy these things 
for themselves, without com- 
parison or thought of mean- 
ings. This is the spirit in 
which they were created, and 
ought to be the spirit in 
which they are observed.

Only Means of Support

The demand for qualified 
guitar teachers far. exceeds 
the supply so Marty Rosen- 
berg who travels with a 
classical guitar as his only 
visible means of support need 
have no fear of lacking 
employment as long as he is 
willing to teach. 

At-19, Marty has studied for 
six years with well-known 
Toronto teachers, Eli Kassner 
and Tony Braden, has passed 
his Grade VIII Royal Con- 
servatory of Music examina- 
tions and studied theory ex- 
tensively. 


Determined to continue to 
play and study to improve his 
firmly-based qualifications, 
Mr, Rosenberg already has 
much to offer to advanced 
students who have been with- 
out the benefit of a qualified 
teacher for many frustrating 
years of self-teaching. 


When’ asked: to outline the 
method by which he teaches, 
the young guitarist explained 
that most teachers find them- 
selves developing their own 
variation of a basic method 
originated by one of the great 
Tnasters. 

“Someone like Segovia,” he 
explained, ‘‘passes his system 
on to his students who then 
pass it on ‘to others, Each 
time the system is trans- 
mitted it loses a little of its 
original form and picks up 
m o difications characteristic 
of the person passing it on. 


Eager to see as much of 
Europe as he can, Marty 
Rosenberg is willing to stay in 
one place only as long as 
students need him. 

“For one student I would 
stay six months,” he says, 
“but for several I would have 
to stay for at least a year to 
give them the benefit of 
regular lessons.’’ 

While he believes that some 
folk and popular guitar music 
can be learned in groups, he 
also thinks that serious: classi- 
cal guitar students need indi- 
vidual tuition, for each has his 
own problems and moves at 
his own pace. 

Though he realizes ‘ that 
many students could learn 
almost as much by studying 
the. right books conscien- 
tiously, Marty knows that— 
human nature being what it 
is—few achiewethe best 
results by teaching them- 
selves. 

“They need the discipline of 
an outside opinion and to 
measure up to someone who 
will not let them skip over the 
difficult parts.” 
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Like so many students, Mr. 
Rosenberg, as a young boy, 
played around with a guitar, 
picking out tunes and discov- 
ering chords without knowing 
how to hold the instrument or 
the do’s and don'ts of basic 
technique.

To Polish the Backbiting Truth 


MY FATHER’S SON by Frank 
O’Connor, Macmillan of Can- 
ada. $7.50.

This pot-pourri of unfinished 


reminiscences, malicious 
backbiting,’ hazy generaliza- 
tions and hasty judgments 


contains the fragments of an 
autobiography of the Irish 
novelist, short story writer, 
poet and critic Michael 
O'Donovan, who wrote under 
the pame of Frank O'Connor, 

An earlier volume of auto- 
biography, An Only Child, 
described his childhood in 
Cork and his early years to 
the time of his imprisonment 
as a reyohutionary at the age 
of 20. O’Connor died in 1966, 
and now Professor Maurice 
Sheehy of University College, 
Dublin, has gathered together 
the early drafts of further 
memories and. assembled 
them under four general 
headings to provide further 
insight into the raw material 
of O'Connor's life. 

There appears to have been 
little effort to smooth over the 
inconsistencies of. judgment, 
eliminate the repetitions, or 
correct even Obvious errors of 
facts and dates. The result is 
an unreliable ‘but all the more 
fascinating account of the 
mind and imagination of a 
writer whose adult experi- 
ences extend across the years 
of change in Dublin's artistic 
and literary circles. 
UNTIMELY PROVINCE 


Tt is tempting to -contem- 
plate how many indiscretions 
would have been deleted, how 
many character. sketches fur- 
ther enlivened, how many 
more enemies deflated, had 
ay experienced writer lived 

to polish his own work. And 
how. much less would have 
been revealed about the man 
himself, As the book now 
stands it might easily be re- 
titled Son and Fathers. 

For -the. unifying thread 
throughout is*the only child’s 
rejection of his natural father, 
the shy giant with a penchant 
for pensions and an untimely 
thirst, and his subsequent 
search for an ideal father- 
figure which attracted him to 
the scholar Daniel-Corkery, 
the 1916 patriot-doctor 
Richard. Hayes, the _ angelic 
anarchist AE, and, finally, the 
Grand Old poet-dramatist W. 
B, Yeats himself. 

The book ends with the 
deaths of his real father and 
the Irish poet, but before then 
we have been given intriguing 
glimpses of life both in rural 
Ireland and the fighting liter- 
ary world of Dublin. 


ALIEN PROVINCE 


Part One, Rising in the 
World, describes _O’Connér’s 
early ex eriences as @ 
librarian for ‘the Carnegie 
Trust, first as a trainee ‘in 
Sligo, where the young Cork- 
man was a bewildered 
observer in an alien province, 
later as an equally foreign but 
more sophisticated assistant 
in Wicklow, finally as a 
disifusioned lfbrarian in his 
home town of Cork. 

Through the eyes of this 
young provincial we see the 
greater provincialism of Ire- 
land—a Redemptorist with his 
helifire sermons battling with 
a scolding mother for control 
of a middle-aged “boy’’; the 
Gogolesque squabbles of the 
sub-committee of 110 mem- 
bers who decided the fate of 
the libraries. of the Cork 
County Council; the rivalry 
between Cork's priest- 
controlled Shakespearean 
Society (with its bowdlerized 
productions) and O’Connor’s 
own dramatic society (which 
held its meetings in the 
women’s prison and provided 
foreign naturalist master- 
pieces to bewildered audi- 
ences). 


INTIMATE DETAILS 

Parts Two and Three turn 
our attention to Dublin and 
O’Connor’s gradual” involve- 
ment in the conflicting worlds 
and ideals of AE, to whose 
newspaper he contributed re- 
views and articles, and Yeats, 
for whose Abbey Theatre he 
eventually became a board 


member, 

Here, and in the | final 
section, entitled simply The 
Death of Yeats, ‘the character 
sketches become less objec- 
tive, the .self-posturing more 
vulnerable, We are enter- 
tained with intimate details of 
the early marriage of one of 
Treland’s most renowned 
artists {although never does 
O'Connor balance the tale 
with equal revelations of his 
own domestic affairs). .Well- 
known—and still living—Dub- 
lin figures are categorized and 
cast aside, dead enemies 


revived for further swipings. 
Abbey Theatre intrigues are 
retold .with loving though 
frequently erroneous detail, 
and the inevitable jockeying 
for a place in the cold sun of 
the dying Yeats is sketched 
with exaggerated precision. In 
many ways this book is for 
the initiate who can weave his 
way round the potholes of 
anecdotal Dublin. But for the 
more general reader it re- 
mains a_ significant~though 
fragmentary revelation of one 
man’s search through his 
many fathers for himself.

No Uncle Louie or Pierre 
He Was Still the King 


THE MACKENZIE KING 
RECORD, VOLUME II by J. 
W. Pickersgill, University of 
Toronto Press, Index. Ilustra- 
ted. 495 pp. $12.50.

The long-awaited second 
volume of the Mackenzie King 
record is now available to 
the public. The published 
extracts from Prime Minister 
King’s private diary contain 
some interesting and at times 
fascinating observations on 
Canadian politics and public 
figures, but by far the most 
revealing personality which 
emerges from these ‘pages is 
Mackenzie King himself. 

This volume starts in 1944. 
King is 70 years old and 
beginning to feel his age. At 
the same time he keeps up a 
fairly exhausting pace, fiddles 
over. details, fusses over his 
prerogatives and shows his 
anxiety for applause. He had 
been the leader of the Liberal 
Party for 25 years, and should 
anyone wonder how he was 
able to_maintain this position 
as well as the prime minister- 
ship, a reading of his diary 
will explain a gréat deal. 

In September 1944, Macken- 
zie King attended the second 
Quebec Conference where 
Churchill and Roosevelt met 
to discuss their mutual prob- 
lems and plan the strategy 
which would hasten the defeat 
of Germany. In some ways 
the later problems of the 
Canadian prime minister ori- 
ginated here. 


MILD WARNING 

When talking to Churchill 
and others, King got the 
impression, reinforced by his 
own wishes, that the war 
would be over by the end of 
the year and consequently 
conscription in Canada would 


about elections, 
could go to the people on the 
basis of vietory without 
conscription he felt the Liber- 
als would be bound to win. 

On Sept. 15, Ralston, the 
minister of defence, warned 
him mildly that the fighting 
was not yet over, and hinted 
that it might be hard to 
complete Canada’s wartime 
commitments without more 
reinforcements. King 
shrugged off this advice as 
being pessimistic. It was not 
until a month later, after 
Ralston had spent -several 
weeks overseas, that the 
conscription crisis really 
came to the fore. 

The demand for conscrip- 
tion by Ralston and others 
caught the prime minister 
unaware. As he wrote then: 
“Tt is tragic that this situation 
should arise at this time, 
when the Party’s fortunes are 
steadily rising and the country 
in a mood to see the war 
through in a noble way.” 


WRITHED AND WRIGGLED 


For the next*several weeks, 
Mackenzie. King, with the 
shadow of Laurier and 1917 
looming ahead of him, writhed 
and wriggled to avoid having 
to commit himself to so 
unsavoury a decision. 

The greater part of the 
volume deals with the con- 
scription issue, and one or two 
aspects of this political crisis 
become quite clear from the 
prime minister’s diary. It 
seems obvious that he had 


little knowledge of military 
realities. (There is no mention 
in his diary, for example, of 
any of the major battles 
fought by Canadians: in Italy 
or The Netherlands. 

To King the only reality was 
the political impact of the war 
on the Liberal Party. Appar-

ently he had no idea of the 
difficulties being encountered 
by the battalions at the front 
forced to fight with companies 
far below strength. 

The implications of the 
added burdens they had to 
bear were lost on him, 
possibly because Lt.-Gen. Stu- 
art and other military advis- 
ers did not tell him, but 
probably. because he seemed 
unable or unwilling-to-believe 
that the situation could not be 
rectified by a rearrangement 
within the Canadian Army 
overseas itself. 


HINTED AT CHAOS 

To_avoid conscription, King 
suggested that the size of the 
units should be lessened and 
that the Canadian Army be 
reduced. He also felt that 
additional NRMA soldiers 
might be persuaded to “go 
active” if they were offered 
better pay. He protested that 
his advisers had assured him 
continually - that--conscription 
would not be necessary, and 
he hinted that there would be 
chaos in Canada if it were 
imposed. 

A week after Ralston’s 
return, General MacNaughton 
declared publicly that ‘‘there 
was no excuse for the use of 
compulsion in Canada.” The 
prime minister who by the 
end of the month felt that the 
whole issue was a ‘‘plot on the 


part of the defence depart- 
ment to destroy ME. os 0's 
began to seein MacNaughton 
a potential successor to Ral- 
ston and a saviour of the 
Liberal Party. 

The rest is history — but 
fascinating stuff. Ralston and 
his followers believed that 
when King said ‘Conscription 
if necessary, but not necessar- 
ily conscription,’’ he -meant 
necessary to provide rein- 
forcements. The prime minis- 
ter, on the —other hand, 


_ interpreted the phrase as 


necessary to win the war — 
which was obviously being 
won! It was this phrase, so 
ambiguous and so typical of 
Mackenzie King, which was 
crucial to much of the crisis 
on October, 1944. 


RESENTED ROYALTY 
Although the conscription 
crisis is the main theme of 
much of King’s diary, there is 
much more to interest the 
reader. The prime minister’s 
rather truculent attitude to- 
wards the monarchy seems to 
be partly a result of the fact 
that he felt more publicity 
should be given to his own 
office. It appears that this is 
the reason why, even in 1944, 
he was thinking of MacNaugh- 
ton, Massey and Vanier as 
potential governors-general. 
Primarily, King’s diary is a 
political document, and al- 
though most of it covers the 
wartime years, __the prime 
minister makes -little..mention 
of the armed forces or their 
accomplishments except for 
conscription, There is a great 


deal of comment on his 
speeches, the reaction of 
audiences to them, the 


chances of various Liberals 
running for election, and the 
measuring and weighing of 
the political strength of aspir- 
ants for the cabinet. 

King, in these pages, seems 
to have been a lonely man 
with a social conscience deep 
in his political soul. He was 
an excellent leader but never 
an inspiring one. He had 
neither the excitement of-a 
Trudeau nor the uncle figure 
of a St. Laurent. 

The greatest goal he could 
offer was national unity, ‘yet 
even in Quebec he preferred 
to speak in English. Despite 
all his drawbacks, however, 
King offered the Liberal 
Party political success — and 
what more could one ask from 
the party leader? 


Grand Old Empire 
Collapses in Pout 


THE TOY CRUSADERS, by 
Richard Jones, Macmillan of 
Canada, 320 pp. $6.25. 

Richard Jones’ first novel, 
The Age of Wonder, was 
notable for the sardonic and 
bitter way in which all the 
characters thought and acted. 
Its over-all tone was, to say 
the least, hypereccentric, 

In his’ second novel, Mr. 
Jones has turned this bitchi- 
ness to advantage, and the 
result is entirely successful. 
He creates a group of British 
civil servants who demolish 
each other by their trivial 
squabbles. 

The book is rather slow 


going at-first, but-it-gradually 
builds up a matchless portrait 


‘ of Empire in collapse. 


This is not the usual story 
of- the British Raj under 
threat from the new forces of 
independence. The Britons 
who run the Middle East 
Documentary Centre, a cultu- 
ral and academic concern in 
the Levant, destroy them- 
selves by their own petty 
weaknesses. 

It’s a. sombre picture of the 
way ambition and bureauc- 
racy can defeat personal 
idealism, but one can’t help 
feeling that it is also very 
true.—A.W.J. 


Birth of the ‘New American’ 


A TIME OF WAR—A TIME 
OF PEACE, Senator George 
McGovern, Vintage, pape r- 
back, $1.95.

When I. was an_ under- 
graduate at Dakota Wesleyan 
University in South Dakota 
back in the early 50s, George 
McGovern was a fresh Ph.D. 
frorn Northwestern, teaching 
history and political science. I 
think it was the last year I 
was there that he took over 
stewardship. of the South 
Dakota Democratic Party—an 
unlikely task in a largely 
Republican ‘state. It is a 
measure of the man that he 
was soon elected to the House 
of Representatives, then be- 
came Food for Peace director’ 
under John Kennedy, and in 
1962 was elected Senator from 
South Dakota. 

In 1968, Senator McGovern 
became an_ international 
figure when he made a late 
bid for the Democratic 
nomination for president. He 


hardly expected the nomina- 
tion,. but presented a positive 
alternative for delegates un- 
sure of both Humphrey and 
McCarthy. After the conven- 
tion, McGovern returned to 
South Dakota (a state won by 
Nixon) and successfully cam- 
paigned for a second senate 
term, He is now one of the 
select group of men in 
Washington whose opinions, in 
the ordinary course of events, 
are considered newsworthy. 


RISE FROM OBSCURITY 

Senator McGovern’s new 
book, A Time of War—a Time 
of Peace, whose title is taken 
from Ecclesiastes, represents 
the MeGovern record during 
his first term in the senate, 
The book is significant as an 
introduction to a man who has 
risen from obscurity to a 
position of increasing import- 
anee, Happily, the record of 
this politician is rare in its 
excellerice. 

McGovern’s wisdom is con- 
sistent. and unambiguous. 
From the beginning he has 
taken stands that were right 


both from the standpoint of 
conscience and of history. 

On the arms race: “From 
our own heritage the philoso- 
phy of Jefferson and Lincoln 
speak with a voice that is 
more effectively heard in 
Asia, Africa, and Latin 
America than any number of 
nuclear explosions or moon 
shots.” 

On Vietnam: “I have nevér 
regretted my service as a 
bomber pilot in World War 
Two when we stopped the 
madmen Hitler, Mussolini, 
and Tojo. But I do not believe 
that Vietnam is that kind-of' 
testing ground of freedom afid 
free-world security. It is a 
confusing civil conflict, with 
no real inty as to the 
issues at @fike, I do not want 
my son or other boys to die in 
that kind of doubtful strug- 
gle.” 


RECOGNIZE CHINA 

On China: ‘‘An imaginative 
policy aimed. at drawing 
China into the family of 
nations should bear more fruit 
than a policy designed to 


isolate, antagonize, and ham- 
per her development.” 

But. for me, finally, the last 
chapter is the most inspiring; 
the kind of thing I would like 
to see exported to neighboring 
peoples who watch the news 
—American, or, worse, their 
own—and believe that the 
daily life of two hundred 
million people consists of 
nothing but riots—police or 
otherwise—and crime. 

In this time of crisis, 
McGovern is convinced that 
“a new American is strug- 
gling to be born,” and ‘that 
new American will have, first 
among his charactéristics, the 
understanding that his capa- 
city for grace—his love and 
concern for his fellows—is 
more significant and neces- 
sary than an unbridled indi- 
vidualism or an intellect de- 
void of compassion.” Such 
sentiments do not make very 
good headlines, but they 
represent the conviction of a 
leading Democratic spokes- 
man, re-elected handsomely in 
the face of a Republican 
victory.

MY LIVELY LADY by Sir 
Alec Rose. Clarke Irwin, $7.

It was Joseph Conrad who 
wrote of the strange hold 
which the sea has over some 
men, of the compulsion that 
drives men to struggle against 
the odds posed by wind, 
waves and distances: 

“For that too is the wrest- 
ling of men with the might of 
their” Creator, in a _ great 
isolation from the world, 
without the amenities and 
consolations of' life, a lonely 
struggle under a sense of over- 
matched littleness, for no 
reward that could be ade- 
quate, but for the mere 
winning of a longitude.’’ 

Sir Alec Rose. was a man 
who felt this pull of the sea. 
In his cruising yacht, Lively 
Lady, he twice crossed the 
Atlantic Ocean, and then 
proceeded to circumnavigate 
the world, each time. without 
the aid of a crew. 


In 1964, Alec Rose entered 
the second single-handed trans- 
Atlantic race in his second- 
hand cutter Lively Lady. The 
vessel was a sturdy one, 
having been built in Calcutta 
of heavy teak by a Mr. 
Cambridge, an amateur 
yachting enthusiast. 

The heavy construction per- 
mitted the yacht to take the 
tremendous buffeting of the 
open sea, but it . certainly 
prevented her from being 


classed as a racer. In spite of 
and in 
large measure due to Alec 
Rose's superb searnanship and 
the fact that he had the 


the vessel’s slowness,

Lively Lady rigged as a yawl, 
he was able to come in fourth 
in the trans-Atlantic race of 
1964. 

But for Rose, the ambition 
of his life was to sail alone 
around the world, and by 1966 
he felt he was ready. 

The. preparation involved 
much careful planning and 
personal sacrifice, for Alec 
Rose was not a wealthy man. 
At one time he-had been a 


farm hand working near Ed- 


monton, Alta. Then he had 


taken up market gardening 


back in England. At the time 


he became interested in sail- 


ing he was the proprietor of a 


small shop selling fresh fruit 


and vegetables. 


Unable to Race Chichester 


He had no sponsors for his 
voyage. It was undertaken to 
satisfy a personal ambition 
and his assistance came from 
gifts, advice and help offered 
by friends and well-wishers. 


Originally, he had intended 
to sail from Portsmouth on 
Aug. 7, 1966, but a series of 
accidents forced him to post- 
pone his departure a year. 
Thus he was unable to make a 
race of it with Francis 
Chichester, who set out from 
Plymouth Aug. 27. 

Inevitably, comparisons be- 
tween Chichester’s feat and 
Rose’s voyage are invited, 
and in a series of appendices 
the facts and figures con- 
cerning. the two- accomplish- 
ments are pinpointed. Implicit 
throughout the narrative are 
comparisons that are equally 
interesting, if not as precise 
statistically. 

For instance, Chichester’s 
Gypsy Moth IV was a racing 
yacht,- specially designed for 
the voyage of circumnaviga- 
tion. Chichester had plenty of 


financial backing and the 


advice and help of the best 
professional designers and 
vessel was 
twenty years old, designed for 
rather 
than for speed (by an ama- 


sailors. Rose’s 
safety. and cruising 


teur) and had to be modified 


and adapted by Rose himself 


to make the voyage possible. 

Gipsy Moth was 54 feet 
long; Lively Lady was 36. The 
sketches of the boats found in 
“the books of sailors 
also show thé finished perfec- 
tion of the interior of Gypsy 
Moth compared to the less 


efficient arrangement evident 
in Lively Lady. Chichester 
made his voyage with only 


one port of call at Sydney, 
Australia. 


Rose_made_a planned stop 


at Melbourne, and was forced 
to put in at Bluff, New 


Zealand, for repairs asa 


result of bad weather. Chi- 
chester'’s voyage lasted 
August 1966 to May 1967; 
Rose set sail June 16, 1967, 


and returned to his. home ‘port 


July 4, 1968. 


The Independent Dreamer 


Rose, then, was neither the 
fastest nor the first man to 


circumnavigate the globe 
alone in a sailing ship. He had 
been preceded, in addition 


to Chichester; Slocum in 
Spray in 1895, Pidgeon in 
Islander in 1921, and Gerbault 
in Firecrest in 1923. Yet while 
he established no records, his 
account of the voyage in My 
Lively Lady is a fascinating 
one, even for readers who are 
not particularly interested in 
sailing. 

He attempts to explain the 
reason for his ambition in 
terms of his own character. 
He sees himself as a man at 
once independent and self- 
reliant; he is something of an 
idealist, something of a 
dreamer. At the same time he 
loves the challenge presented 
by the elements, the test_of 
his. stamina, strength and 
judgment. 


, As he describes the day-to-_ 


day activity aboard Lively 
Lady, one realized that the 
explanatioh of his success in 
the face of tremendous storms 
and treacherous seas is to be 
found in his daring willingness 
to: maintain all canvas pos- 
sible until the lost possible 
moment, and in his uncanny 
sense of when the last pos- 
sible moment has arrived for 
a change to be made. 

My Lively Lady is.a fascin- 
ating book. Even readers who 
may at times be confused in 
the sailor’s technical jargon 
will find the narrative inter- 
esting, often gripping. But 
there is an even rarer quality 
evident in My Lively Lady. It 
evolves from the style of the 
narrative and is founded on 
the complete artless simpli-

Conductor at Rehearsal 
Behind-the-Scenes Disc

Karajan in Rehearsal: 
DGG 3201; The Birth of a 
Performance, Bruno Walter, 
ABL 3161, DSL 224,

was, a tasteless error on the 


rehearsal performance. 

From this recording we 
learn that when dealing with a 
German ‘orchestra tthe ‘Berlin 
Philharmonic) Herbert von 
Karajan, reasonably enough, 
speaks German, He speaks 
fast and with excited em- 
phasis. 

METICULOUS 

We learn too that he is 
meticuloysty careful about de- 
tails of interpretation when 
preparing to record, but then, 
any conductor -who has 
reached his eminence: would 
have to be. 

He is: quiet, 
when questioned ‘by the imusi- 
cians and he fis not above a 
mild oceasional joke. 

The fact that some of his 
speech is inaudible even to 
German listeners suggests 
that this was a bona fikte, 
unprepared, uncontrived 
rehearsal. 

“Behind the scenes”’ record- 
ings of this sort are really 
only successful when the 
conductor is so wise or of 
Such legendary genius that 
everyone strains to hear the 
gems which drop from his lips 
in rehearsal. 

For myself, I prefer a far 
older but more expansive 
recording of Mozart's Sym- 
phony No. 36 (Linz), in which 
the Cofumbia Symphony 
Orchestra ts directed by 
Bruno Walter, 

IN ENGLISH 

This rehearsal is in English 
which is helpful to “nore 
Germ anspeaking listeners 
and Walter has far more to 
say and his character is far 
more clearly defined than that 
of Karajan on the other 
recording. 


That the rehearsal is spread 
over three sides of the two- 
recom fssue means that 
longer snatches of music are 
recorded, and Mozart survives 
this sort-of treatment with far 
less damage than does 
Beethoven. 

Bruno Walter, in rehearsing 
this symphony, associated 
himself with the pleyers in an 
inviolable bond of “we,” and 
emphasizes this by referring 
to them as ‘‘Gentlemen,” “my 
friends” and sometimes, in 
the excitement of the moment 
as “My Dears’; and con- 
stantly exhorts them to 
“come” and to “‘sing.”’ 

Usually when he stops 
them, he makes a general 
observation then Jeans down 
to an individual player near 
him and confidentially ex- 
plains away a difficulty which 
can be cleared up between the

In Jewish 
Library 


TORONTO (CP) — Shake- 
speare and Jules Verne in He- 
brew and Mark Twain in Yid- 
dish. are only some of the 17,000 
books at the Jewish Public 
Library, where the director be- 
lieves - available books should 
not be. limited to Jewish au- 
thors. 

Dr. Israel Frankel even keeps 
hardeover and paperback edi- 
tions of Mein Kampf by Adolf 
Hitler. There also is a section 
devoted to Zionism, the Nazi 
holocaust and a sizable section 
on anti-Semitism. 

“When we opened, Jews 
raised their eyebrows when they 
saw books on Christianity on 
our shelves. I said that Judaism 
doesn’t believe in keeping peo- 
ple in the dark. Jews must see 
both sides of a question and de- 
cide for themselves.” 

Among the library’s 7,500 
card-holders are Roman Catho- 
lic priests, Anglican bishops, 
Protestant ministers and Chris- 
tian students, Cards cost 10 
cents a year and the library 
works on a $35,000 annual budg- 
et. 

“Tf a non-Jew writes a book 
with Jewish content, we're in- 
terested,” Dr, Frankel says. 
“But if a Jew writes a book on 
a noJewish theme, we're not.”

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CIRCLING ROAD in top 
picture outlines Macaulay 
Fort, gunless, overgrown, 
deteriorating behind a 
chain fence, a shabby 
ghost when compared to 
neat modern defence de- 
partment buildings adja- 
cent in background. Back 
in 1888, as centre picture 
shows, the hill was treed 
and “C” Battery, Royal 
Canadian Artillery, lived 
in bell tents while clear- 
ing and building the fort. 
By 1891 the fort was al- 
most completed and Vic- 
toria’s Artillery Militia, 
bottom picture, soon were 
holding manoeuvres. 'The 
horses and wagons trans- 
ported the shells. While 
guns.crews drilled and 
powder<smoke blued the 
air, everyone else, it 
appears, stood well back. 


Jean-Paul Vinay ... hoping to restore semantic 
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balance of the French language.

Behind .a rusty chain-link 
fence near Work Point Bar- 
racks an old fort lies -hidden 
in a hill. 


All you see from the road 
passing Work Point is a grey 
cement structure. .It doesn’t 
look impressive) just aban- 
doned. 

From’ Saxe Point or the 
water even less can be seen. 


That’s the way the British 
engineers who built Fort 
Macaulay in 1895 planned it. 
The fort was nestled in the 
hill so ships of an enemy 
couldn't pinpoint it. 

Macaulay and Fort Rodd 
Hill were built to protect the 
British fleet at Esquimalt, 

But the mighty guns were 
destined never to fire a shot 
in anger. 

Once inside the fort, it could 
be 1895 again. There is an 
underground tunnel with 
cement walls, wet and slimy. 
Footsteps echo—and—a—tittle 
stream of water trickles 
through. 

The tunnel leads to the grey 
building on top of the hill. 


LOOKOUT 


From the prison-like duild- 
ing —soldiers-could--scan—the 
Straits and relay positions 
down to the men who manned 
gun emplacements at the foot 
of the hill, 

The three gun emplace- 
ments are on a flat part of 
land which stretches into the 
sea. They are almost hidden 
in bushes which haven't been 
trimmed in years. 

Beside the circular cement 
emplacements are rusty black 
railings and cement stairways 
that seem to go directly 
underground. The stairs are 
covered with moss and rubble. 
At the bottom, rusted ajar, 
are heavy black metal doors. 

Squeeze past the doors and 
you’re in a small dark cham- 
ber under the hill. The cinder 
block walls, whitewash fading, 
are damp, There is an 
indentation in one — they 
used to put a candle lantern 
there. : 


BIG SHELLS 


The floor is covered with 
wet leaves, rotting wood and 
discarded garbage. The Brit- 
ish and Canadian soldiers 
used to store 100-pound shells 
in the little room.

FRENCH WRITERS IMITATING . . . 


By ALAN WHITE 


Professor Jean-Paul Vinay 
has-a plan to use technology 
to fight technology and save a 
language in the process, 

He and a computer at the 
University of Victoria will 
attempt to ward off'a year’s- 
long snéak attack “on the 
French language by the 
American terminology of_in- 
vention. 

They will try to consolidate 
a now disorganized defence 
against the jargon of scientific 
experimenters and writers, by 
unifying French around the 
world. 

In on the plan would be 
language experts from 22 
nations who would take each 
new term to be invented and 
find an equivalent for it in 
French, 


These in turn would be sent 
across the world and filed in 
an international computer 
dictionary service as a guide 
to other writers; in the plan 
suggested by Professor Vinay. 

But this is all in the future. 

The project—talked about 
for several years under vari- 


ous guises—isn’t that simple 
initially. First, linguistic ex- 
perts must sort out a problem 
nearly 30 years old. 

The French language has 
been muddled and confused 
for the better part of the 
century by an invasion of 
words and terms from other 
languages. Linguists must 
organize the confusion of 
definitions already in exist- 
ence _before they. can- begin 
putting’ French back on its 
lexical feet, 


If words could be taken as 
gold, the experts could be said 
to be restoring the monetary 
balance of the French-speak- 
ing world. As it is, they are 
hoping to:restore the semantic 
balance. 

The effects . of technology 
and rapid communications in 
the twentieth century have 
created this problem for 
French-speaking nations, the 
Uvie professor of linguistics 
and French said in a recent 
explanation. of his plan. 

A flurry of articles crossing 
the Atlantic every time an 
invention or scientific dis- 
covery is made ‘has’ caught 
Europeans ina vacuum, 


These, have not had equiva- 
Jent terms in their languages. 

And in unconnected 
attempts at translation or 
invention of words to describe 
these developments, they have 
come up with several words 
to use for English originals. 

Canada has often found one 
equivalent werd, while Europe 
has found yet another, Profes- 
sor Vinay said. 

The problem has worked the 
other way around, as well. 
Articles written in Europe 
have had differing transla- 
tions here and in other 
countries, 

“Solutions were different in 
each French-spéaking coun- 
try," he said. “We ended up 
with two words—one in North 
America, for French Canada, 
and one in Europe,” 

But many of the inventions 
of the century have come 
from the U.S., and that has 
been the birthplace of many 
of the new terms. 

“It was much easier for 
some writers in Europe to 
borrow a word than to invent, 
or coin one. So we got an 
influx of borrowings which 
became a jargon,” Professor 
Vinay said. 


The Department of National Defence soon will officially 
turn over a 15-acre parcel of land known as Macaulay Point 
to the Municipality of Esquimalt.

They marched down 
the now-deserted tunnel. 
Horses and wagons travelled 
the road. 

All the bricks for the 
storage buildings — some still 
standing — were brought 
around Cape Horn. 

When Britain turned mili- 
tary installations over to 
Canada in 1906 Canada got the 
fort too. 


“About 1960 there was an 
outcry against this—every 
third word in a French 
technical text was in English 
and people began to ask why 
we should bother writing in 
French.” 

The complaints then were 
hurled at ‘‘Franglais’’—the 
term applied to the fractured 
form of French with English 
words spliced in, 


It really should have. been 
called “‘Framericain,”’ Profes- 
sor Vinay said, because 
French writers were “imita- 
ting American terminology.” 

Examples of the problem 
are many. One obvious case 
arising soon after the Second 
World War was the tape 
recorder—what was it to be 
called in French? After vari- 
ous attempts, it was labelled 
“magnetophone.”’ 

Another such word had to 
be found to name the com- 
puter in French—and here 


experts referred the problem 
to a French mathematician 
who came up with the word 
“ordinateur.” 

And of course, draft-dodger. 
The concept of avoiding con- 
scription was an old one in

Actually William Walker, 
now retired, got Macaulay. 

He'd fought for England in 
the First World War, joined 
the Canadian Army in 1926 
and soon became sgt.-major 
in charge at Macaulay. 


TRAINING 


Work Point barracks had 
since been built and between 
the wars Sgt.-Major Walker 
trained soldiers at Macaulay. 

In 1949 the defence depart- 
ment took the obsolete guns 
away, phased out the fort and 
asked Mr. Walker to look 
after it. 

He moved with his wife and 
family, and built a house on 
Macaulay Point near the fort. 
He had a “lovely garden and 
a couple of cows,.”” He kept 
lawns trimmed and buildings 
clean for 12 years by himself. 

Last week he visited the 
fort again, stood in the rain 
and wind watching the grass 
move and the water drip into 
sunken stairwells. 

“It's all overgrown now,” 
he said. 

“Since the Second World 
War the fort has just died a 
natural death, I guess.’ Guns 
like those became obsolete.” 


They used “disappearing 
guns" when Mr. Walker 
worked there. 


Under each huge cannon — 
which ‘could pivot 360 degrees 
—. Was a pressure cylinder. 
The men would pump the 
cylinder and the cannon would 
rise from its circular base to 
peek: over the hill. 

When the 100-pound shell 
ripped down the: 22-foot-long 
barrel. the force would recoil 
the gun back down into the 
pit. 


“Even then, and that was a 
while ago, they had some 
pretty sophisticated eq uip- 
ment,” he said. 


Six smaller guns were set 
up with automatic sites, 


But the men had to make 
their own electricity with a 
dry cell rigged in an earthen- 
ware jar. 

“When all the small guns 
were aimed at a target during 
practice sessions before the 
Second World War we could 
make 57 hits in a minute,” he 
said, 

Macaulay gunners are men- 
tioned in the record books for 
the efficiency with which they 
operated. 


PALISADE 


There was a palisade 
around the fort in the early 
days too—a sevenfoot picket 


fence, And later, they used / 


barbed wire. Still visible are 
trenches, like dried-up river 
beds, where the barbed wire 
ran, 

But all that's left is the 
skeleton of the fort, Just the 
deteriorating buildings. Its 
bones have been picked. 


Men used to climb up and 
down tthe stairs,,‘shouts and 
shots onee rang,from the gun 
emplacements,‘ wagons and 
later trucks drove down the 
road and the gates were 
always open, 

But no-one ever goes there 
any more. 


Esquimalt couneil— will

World-Wide Fight Begins to Erase ‘Franglais’ 


Europe, where the draft 
originated, but someone had 
to bring together the concepts 
in. both languages. Hence the 
French “insoumis” was 
paired by linguists with the 
English term. 

But whether Franglais or 
Framericain is the name 
applied to the problem, lin- 
guists have firmly resolved to 
do something about it. 


Several associations were 
formed to protect French, 
culminating in 1967 in the 
Conseil Internationale de la 
langue Francaise—a language 
council with 22 member 
French-speaking nations. 


Professor Vinay is one of 10 
Canadians appointed as dele- 
gates to the council, eight of 
them’ from: Quebec. 


His plan, unveiled last fall 
at a conference in Paris, 
would link together lexico- 
graphic (word study) centres 
from here to France in the 
defence of scientific French. 

The job is already being 
done to some extent by 
centres here and in Ottawa 
and Quebec, but itechrology 
will speed up the process of 
purification, 


The three locations would 
join together through a telex 
system to co-ordinate the 
search for equivalent terms in 
French for terms now adopted 
from English. 

Whenever a new term was 
translated, or an equivalent 
decided upon, it would be sent 
across the country to compare 
with others. The centres could 
thus ensure they were not 
putting out different words or 
alternate substitutions, 

= 

A single common term 
would: be selected and filed 
with a computer dictionary in 
France, for world-wide refer- 
ence, 

The centre -could in turn 
send computer programming 
for local computer diction- 
aries back to the centres for 
more extensive filing. 

The purpose of Professor 
Vinay’s plan would be two-fold 
in this -respect:.-it «would 
organize one common French 
language and then ~tell all 
French-speaking nations about 
it. 

It but remains for the 
details of implementation to 
be’ worked out, before the 
technological defence begins,

WASHINGTON (WP) — It 
may be ‘the year of the moon, 
but you'd never know it from 
the space agency’s budget 
request for fiscal 1970. 

With little but the prevailing 

-a~wind of austerity ‘in mind, 
NASA is asking ‘Congress for 
$3.88 billion’ for ‘the next fiscal 
year, the same it was told it 
could spend in the current 
year, more than $2 billion less 
than it spent five years ago 
and the first time it’s asked 
for less than $ billion in any 
year in the last eight. 

“This budget,"’ says NASA's 
acting administrator Thomas 
QO. Paine in painful under- 
statement,. “does not make 
full use of the nation’s space 
capabilities.”’ 


30-Day Missions 


What is does is allow NASA 
to close out the Apollo pro- 
gram, by landing four pairs of 
astronauts, on different parts 
of the moon in the next two 
years, starting with two crew 
members_.of Apollo 11 ..this 
summer, 

It also lets the space agency 
‘continue work on the idea of 
using men to fly 30-day 
missions in near-earth orbit 
(the Apollo workshop) and to 
try their hand at orbital 
astronomy (the Apollo tele- 
scope mount), flights that are 
due to begih in 1971 at the 
earliest and to continue at the 
rate of one a year, at best. 

But what it doesn’t do is 
permit any kind of lunar 
exploration to begin. 


Space Station Out 


In effect, the austerity. of 
past years and of fiscal 1970 
prohibit NASA from: sending 
men to explore the moon for 
at least three years after the 
fourth and final Apollo land-

While a space station would 
not have been a reality for 
another ten years in any’case, 
NASA wanted to begin work 
on the concept this year, since 
it takes at least five years to 
bring something like _ this 
beyond the dreaming stage. 

Despite the paucity of 
funds, NASA has managed to 
squeeze into the fiscal 1970 
budget a few new and novel 
schemes for exploring space 
in the next decade. 


Constant Watch 


One is a plan to fly a 
mariner spacecraft past 
Venus and then past Mercury 
(the planet closest to the sun) 
in 1973. Another is a series of 
five small space-craft that 
would orbit Venus and Mars in 
the mid-70s, with at least one 
satellite on constant 
around the two planets for a 
period of several years. 

NASA will also begin work 
this year on the $46 million 
earth resources Satellite 
(Eros) and a $50 million

synchronous weather satellite 
that will hover over one spot 
on earth and ‘provide round- 
the-clock forecasts to an 
entire hemisphere as it does 
so, 

The space agency would 
also like to start work next 
year or the year after at the 
latest.on a scheme to take a 
grand tour of the outer 
planets (Jupiter, Saturn, 
Uranus and Neptune) in 1977 
or 1979. | 

But together with the other 
planetary programs that will 
be begun this year, a grand 
tour will cost NASA more 
than the Nixon administration, 
might be just as unwilling to 
spend as the Johnson adminis- 
tration has been.

Government spending, not citizen spending, is the 
cause of inflation in Canada, Progressive Conservative 
MP Robert Thompson said today. 


The present Liberal governs 
ment is expanding far too 
rapidly and several other taxa- 
tion measures smack of “‘the 
Boston tea party and taxation 
without representation,” he 
said. 

The member for Red Deer, 
Alta., was addressing a seminar 
held by the Vancouver Island 
Progressive Conservative Asso- 
ciation at the University of 
Victoria. 

The former national leader of 
the Social Credit party who 
joined -the Conservatives prior 
to the last election said Finance 
Minister Benson's social devel- 
opment tax is ‘‘one of the most 
unfair and unreasonable taxes” 
ever applied, 

The cost of government is 
double wiiat it was in 1963 and 
interest rates now are higher 
“then they have ever been in 
the history of Canada.” 

Mr. Thompson said the dan- 
ger flags of inflation are flying 
and the Liberals cannot bring 
themselves to cut back on 
spending.

New Zealander Becomes Authority on B.C.

Gloria Strathern is a New Zealander. She’s 
also blessed with those “itchy feet” which prompted 
so many of her countrymen to leave settled lives in 
Europe and seek their fortunes “down under’. It’s 
those “itchy feet” which brought her to Victoria 
last April. 

If there's a main difference -between Mrs. 
Strathern and other globe-trotters it’s this; she also 
likes to cover a lot of ground in time, as well as

Although on university staff, 
Mrs. Strathern spends most of 
ber time at the provincial 
museum or archives, indexing 
from the time “the Spaniards 
first stubbed their toes on the 
land in the 1670s.” 

Most of the period in which 
Mrs. Strathern is involved is 


concerned with maritime ex- 
loration. She finds it any- 
thing but dull with its “‘char- 
acters” ranging from Span- 
iards, Russians, Canadian ex- 
lorers from the east, to the 
Americans who came here via 
Oregon. She refuses to choose 
any favorites, although she 
admits that the fur traders 
were a remarkable breed, 
providing fascinating reading. 

This is Gloria Strathern’s 
third stop in Canada. She first 
worked at the University of 


Saskatehewan, and was book. 


selector for. the University of 
Toronto before she headed for 
the west coast. 

Living history In reverse, 
she spent a year.in England 
after she left New Zealand, 
résearching for such organiza- 
tions ‘as the British’ Museum 
and: the Colonial Office. Her 
present project is expected to 
take three years. —

Eagle Nest Sit-in 
Helps Biologist 
Compile Material 


Sponsored by the Canadian 
Audubon Association, ‘the 
Hancock study of the bald 
eagle's. growth and habitat 
has resulted in a collection of 
hundreds of color slides. 

The task of tagging young 
eagles means climbing the 
trees in which they build their 
huge nests, the biologist said. 

“When you lean over a nest, 
you get the most surprised 
looks from eagles,” he said. 

“People often ask me if I've 
ever been attacked by full 
grown eagles. Well, they’re 
actually quite shy, and prefer 
to fly around or perch on 
some-branch and wait for you 
to go.” 


STOREIS NOT TRUE 

He said legends about. fero- 
cious eagles carrying off 
lambs, calves or children in 
their sharp talons are not 
true. The full grown bird 
weighs about 11 pounds and 


an carry objects up to only 


one-third of its own weight. 

When handling the birds, 
the main danger is in the 
thrashing, claws and, if you 
can get hold of the feet, you 
have little to fear from the 
beak. 

Information contained on 
the tags includes the bird’s 


‘age, date of tagging and the 


location. If the eagle is later 
found, the tag gives clues as 
to its migration habits. 

“You hope you never get 
the information on the. tag 
back because it probably 
means the bird has been shot 
or dies,” 

Mr. Hancock said the bald 
eagle population in the United 
States once numbered in the 
tens of thousands, but indis- 
criminate shooting has 
lowered the number to around 
5,000. 

Experts estimate the num- 
ber of mating birds in the 
U.S. at 500, about half the 
number of mating birds on 
Vancouver Island. 

Fishermen along the B.C. 
coast are often guilty of 
shooting the eagles “‘because 
to them they’re just some- 
thing to shoot at. They think 
the eagle population is un- 
limited.” 

The Hancocks once found 21 
eagles that had been shot by 
an. official of the department 
of fisheries. Officials of the 
department are no longer 
permitted to shoot the birds, 
the biologist said. 

He also showed slides of 
some of the -other animals 
that board at his home at 3215 
tstand View, including Sam, a 
fur seal, Tom, a 170-pound 
cougar, and Gypsy, a four- 
month-old female Gibbon.

A strange young gull, with 
buff-colored legs and dark 
feathers showing faintly on 
his back, ended his . ocean- 
Spanning wanderings at a col- 
lector’s hands near the north 
end. of the Welland Canal just 
before Christmas. 

If he turns out to be the bird 
that Dan Salisbury of Beaver- 


Winnipeg census-takers 
found 23 species, with rare 
sightings for that time of year 
ef two flickers, four short- 
eared owls, seven crows and 
one grackle, —About~400 Bohe- 
mian waxwings were counted.

glasses, out into snowy woods 
and sideroads to tally winter 
bird life. 

WEST POPULATION LOW 

A CrossCanada Survey by 
The Canadian Press of bird 
censuses taken near major 
cities showed record bird 
counts for some areas, identi- 
fication of several unusual 
species, and an unusually low 
bird population in the West. 

In Vancouver a watcher 
spotted a white-throated spar- 
row, usually found in the dis- 
trict only in summer. Near 
Pickering, Ont., a Boreal chic- 
kadee was counted although 
this bird is normally found in 
the spruce forests about 200 
miles to the north. Off Fort 
Amherst, at the entrance to 
the harbor of St. John’s, Nfid., 
a bald eagle was spotted.

The year-end census of Ca- 
nadian birds began in 1900 
when the editor of a bird 
magazine began the count as 
a means of informing readers 
about occurrences of birds in 
parts of Canada and the 
United States. 

It was also an alternative to 
the “side-hunt” -annual 
slaughter of birds still popular 
around 1900. Binoculars re- 
placed .the shotgun as_ the 
count grew in popularity. 

-This year’s _census _turned 
up record counts in the Atian- 
tic provinces. 

TOTAL ‘INCREDIBLE’ 

The Audubon Society of St. 
John's, Nfid., sighted 35 spe- 
cies, an increase over the 27 
sighted in 1967, and also found 
“an incredible total’’ of 14.012 
individual birds, says Dr. Wil- 
liam Threlfall of Memorial 
University. 

He credited an abundance 
of food for the large count of 
birds, many of whom nor- 
mally would have been at sea 
or moved south at this time of 
year. 

Included were 107 great 
black-backed gulls, 2.500 her- 
ring gulls. 3,808 American 
robins, 4,500 starlings, 404 
evening grosbeaks, almost 500 
common redpolls, 450 pine sis- 
kins and a kingfisher. 

Mild weather also kept 
birds lingéring along the 
coastal areas of Nova Scotia 
where a high 74 different spe- 
cies were counted Dec. 21 and 
71 species in a second census 
Dec. 28. 

Nova Scotia birdwatchers 
tallied two species of warbler, 
a woodcock, a pipit and two 
Bottemian waxwings. A com- 
mon murre and a razor-billed 
auk turned up in Halifax har- 
bor. 

New Brunswick spotters 
found 52 species, including un- 
usually large numbers of pine 
grosbeaks and redpolls and 
more Bohemian waxwings 
than ever before. Thirty of the 
waxwings. were counted at 
Fredericton alone. 

At Point Lepreau, N.B., a 
count of seabirds turned up 
large numbers -of razorbilis 
and kittiwakes.

Human Torch 
Renews Fire 
Of Protests 


PRAGUE (AP) — Czechoslo- 
vak leaders fear a youth who 
‘set himself afire might die and 
set off a new wave of violent 
demonstrations against this 
cotintry’s Soviet occupiers, 

The youth; Jan Palach, 21, 
immolated himself Thursday to 
“awaken the people” to their 
plight. under Kremlin domina- 
tion, He was reported in “very 
grave” — condition today with 
burns covering 85 per cent of 
his body. 

Reaction to his act was al- 
ready apparent in tense city 
Streets, among groups of work- 
ers huddled on Wenceslas 
Square, on university campuses, 
and among groups of Commu- 
nist party central committee 
members in Prague Castle. 

A declaration by Paiach’'s fel- 
fow students at the philosophical 
faculty of Charles University 
blamed the Soviet Union and 
the Prague leadership for his 
act, It said that “under these 
conditions the hope that any 
time in the future we may find 


common language with this 
leadership is definitely disap- 
pearing.” 


Another declaration ‘by the 
Scientific Council of the univer- 
sity referred to Palach’s act as 
“the first horrible cry of warn- 
ing.” 

LACK INFLUENCE 

“Again and again we are 
asked for confidence, patience 
and concrete work,"’ it said. 
“But how can we trust, be pa- 
tient, work peacefully,.-when we 
have no influence on who « gov- 
erns us and how they govern?” 
The students apparently 
placed little stock fn published 
resolutions and speeches of the 
central committee meeting Fri- 
day that promised adherence to 
the pre-invasion reform policies 
as modified in November and 
December. Students have been 
in the forefront of the battle to 
restore freedoms lost since So- 
viet troops invaded ‘Czechosio- 
vakia last August, 

A letter left by Palach added 
to fears ‘that others might re- 
peat his act. The letter said 
members of his student group 
are willing to commit suicide by 
burning if censorship is not lift. 
ed and if the illegal propaganda 
sheet Zpravy, disseminated by 
the Soviet forces, is not banned. 

It was not reported in official 
tcommuniques, but some sources 
said the central committee is 
considering stronger censorship 
measures to prevent mews re- 
ports of dissent and demands 
for continuation of reforms. 

The letter and the student 
declarations, pasted on build- 
ings and telephone booths, were 
removed after several hours. 


MOVED BY ACT 

The central committee issued 
a statement that members were 
“greatly moved by news of the 
unfortunate act." 

“We understand the stirbet-up 
emotions of many young people, 
their yearning for ideal moral 
purity and also their fears for 
that policy of socialist develop- 
ment which our party has been 
pursuing since January, 1968,”’ 
it said. 

A Czech government state- 
ment expressed ‘deep emotion 
at the tragedy.’” 

The central committee also 
ennounced it confirmed Petr 
Colotka as head of the new Fed- 
eral Assembly and that former 
National Assembly presicent 
Josef Smrkovsky would serve as 
deputy chairman. Smrkovsky, a 
feader in the pre-invasion re- 
forms, became the centre of a 
political crisis last month when 
students and workers feared the 
was going to be ousted from all 
his posts,

FRIENDLY COVE .— This 
idyllic, remote community on 
the rugged west coast stands 
on_the brink of oblivion. 

When the Spanish dis- 
covered what now is the 
Canadian West Coast in 1774, 
there were 1,500 Nootka 
Indians living here. Friendly 
Cove was' the summer capital 
of 8,000 fierce, warring Noot- 
kas, the greatest native 
whaling people in North 
America, 

The Nootkas once domin- 
ated the western half of 
Vancouver Island and the 
northern tip of the Olympic 
Peninsula in Washington 
State. 

Now there are fewer than 50 
People living on the beautiful 
little reserve here, and prob- 
ably fewer than 1,000 people 
of pure Nootka stock scat- 
tered over the rest of the 
Island and the province. 

Friendly Cove is undoubt- 
edly the most historic com- 
munity in the province. Uni- 
versity of British Columbia 
anthropologists say the Noot- 
kas have been living here for 
more than 3,000 years, 


First Contact 


It was at Friendly Cove that 
white men first came in 
contact with Canada’s Pacific 
Coastal Indians, the great 
totem pole carvers whose 
work has since become sym- 
bolic of Indians everywhere. 

This was the site of the first 
white settlement in B.C. Capt, 
James, Cook, the famed Brit- 
ish explorer, anchored HMS 
Resolution here. A nearby 
island is named after William 
Bligh, his navigator, who later 
earned a place in history as 
skipper of HMS Bounty. 

Europe came close to war 
over possession of Friendly 
Cove and Nootka Sound in the 
late 18th century. And Van- 
couver Island very nearly 
became part of Spain’s em- 


pire. 
Today, Indian affairs 
department spokesmen say 


there’s a good chance that 
Friendly Cove will be aban- 
doned completely by 1974, the 
second centennial of the Noot- 
kas’ first contact with Euro- 
pean civilization. 

The rapid abandonment of 
the settlement and the cul- 
tural extinction of the Nootkas 
has given Jerry Jack, a 30- 
year-old tubgoat skipper, a 
desperate mission. 

Mr. Jack, a full-blooded 
Nootka . descendant of the 
chiefs who first greeted the 
European adventurers, was

“But when I moved to Gold 
River about eight years ago I 
could see what was. happening 
to the band. That’s when I 
decided to do everything I 
could to save ‘our heritage.” 

Mr, Jack, a short, soft- 
spoken man whose accent in 
English reflects the lilting 
speech patterns of the Nootka 
dialect, said that as far as he 
knows he’s the only Nootka 
actively engaged in research- 
ing the history of his own 
tribe 


He says that some day he'd 
like to write a. series - of 
articles and possibly a book 
on his ancestors. 


It's a history that ranges ° 


from the most exciting facets 
of North American explora- 
tion to the tragic destruction 
of a highly complex Indian 
civilization that anthropolo- 
gists identify. as existing in 
late stone age conditions.

its jucrative fur trade. This 
prompted-the Spanish to 
assert their old olaims to the 
island. 

Spain sent a major expedi- 
tion into Nootka Sound and in 
1789 constructed a fort, known 
as Fort San Miguel, on a spit 
of rock in the cove. Relics of 
it have recently been un- 
covered. 


Quadra Withdrew 


Several English trading 
ships were seized and the 
incidents brought Europe to 
the edge of a major war over 
what ‘was. known as_ the 
Nootka Controversy. 

Spain backed down eventu- 
ally—one of the first large 
contractions of the then- 
powerful Spanish empire. 


Capt, George Vancouver met “ 


his Spanish counterpart, Juan 
Francisco de la Badega y 
Quadra, at Friendly Cove to 
enforce: —-provisions—-~of 

Nootka Convention in 1495. 

Later the same _ year 
Quadra, the first and last 
Spaniard governor of Vancou- 
ver Island, withdrew his gar- 
rison, and New Albion as it 
was then known became Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

The fur trade boomed for 
the next 50 years with up to 
30 ships anchored in Nootka 
Sound at one time, The 
British had a highly developed 
Indian civilization to cope 
with—and both sides were 
totally unprepared. 

The Nootkas, second to none 
in battle with the exception of 
the marauding Haidas of the 
Queen Charlotte Islands, skir- 
mished frequently with their 
neighbors to the north, the 
Kwaktiutl, and the Coast 
Salish to the south and east, 
but spent most of the time 
raiding each others’ villages 
for slaves and human heads, 

They went whaling in huge 
canoes made from hollowed- 
out giant red cedars rigged 
with animal-skin sails. They 
roamed hundreds of miles of 
the coast, sometimes 25 miles 
out to sea. 


Sold to Tourists 


“I think the last whaling 
was three or four generations 
ago,” said Mr. Jack. “But 
there are descendants of 
whale hunters alive today and 
some have harpoons their 
ancestors used. 

“Qne fellow had a harpoon 
with 32 cuts—that meant the 
man who used it got 32 whales 
in a single year. 

“If I remember, he sold the 
harpoon to an American 
tourist a few years ago.” 

, The most accurate records 
of ancient Nootka life were 
those of Capt. Cook and the 
early expeditions into Nootka 
Sound, 


themselves isolated on 15 
small reserves.

* Every president of ~ the 
United States has been’ hon- 
*-ored philatelically. The U-S. 
has issued ‘stamps bearing 
portraits of all 32 deceased 
presidents. Harry S. Truman 
(bh. 1884), Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower (b. 1890), and Lyndon 
B. Johnson (b. 1908) have 
been honored on stamps of a 
number of nations other than 
the United States. 
‘In 1951, President _Galo 
+ Plaza y Lasso of Ecuador 
paid a visit to President 
Truman in the~United States. 
‘In March, .1952, Ecuador 
issued a commemorative 
showing Plaza and Truman 
riding in the’ back seat of an 
automobile. President Plaza is 
seen waving, and President 
Truman ‘bears his familiar 
smile, 

Presidents Eisenhower and 
Truman, and Truman’s 
daughter Margaret (Mrs. Clif- 
ton Daniel) appear on the one- 
rupee Umm Al Qiwain stamp 
issued in 1965. It is part of a 
set honoring John F. Kennedy 
(1917-63).

One of the best likenesses of 
President Eisenhower “is on 
two stamps issued by the 
Philippines Dec. 30, 1960.

rse Than Cold 


Whenever a gardener asks 
me if a certain plant is hardy 
I hesitate before answering. I 
feel that implications of hard- 
iness’ are not fully realized, 
and I know that few of our 
cultivated plants have the 
constitution of a dandelion or 
a creeping thistle. 

In the next few months we 
shall be faced with many 
surprises. Plants we thought 

~ hardy will-have been lost or 

severely. damaged. Others, 
thought tender, will © have 
come through unscathed. 

The cold spell of December 
will be blamed for all losses 
in the coming season, and 
little thought will be given to 
other factors that contribute 
to hardiness in our plants. 

And the reason these other 
factors so seldom enter into 
our deductions and decisions, 
is the fact that few of us keep 
even a_ sketchy record of 
conditions that could, and do, 
affect the plants we grow. 

Is this plant hardy? Yes, to 
some conditions; no, to 
others.

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


Franklin Explored Bleak Arctic 


By BOB BOWMAN 


Although marvellous devel- 
opments are taking place in 
the Canadian Arctic, the most

lin expedition. ' 
in 1847.

Her visit has 
been commemorated by Lady 
Franklin's Rock near Hell's

Sir John Franklin was try- 
ing to find the North West 
Passage and spent years 
training for the: task. In 1819 
he commanded an expedition 
to explore the Arctic coastline 
by travelling overland from 
Hudson Bay to the mouth of 
Coppermine River. He and his 
men were at Cumberland 
House in northern Saskatche- 
wan on January 18, 1820. 

It was a fantastic exploit 
because they had to cover 
5,500 miles of some of the 
toughest country on the con- 
tinent, and did not return to 
Hudson Bay until 1822, Frank-

SAIGON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu 
jannounced. today some 
j\United States combat 
jtroops will be withdrawn 
\from South Vietnam. this 
year. 

He has directed his military 
chief of staff to draft a time- 
table with the U.S, command. 


Thieu: did not say how many 
of the 532,500°-U.S. “troops in the 
country would be withdrawn, 
and added “‘detailed plans will 
first have to bexdeveloped by 
the military staffs of the two 
countries. before specific timing 
can be. developed.” 


But sources said the initial 
withdrawal might affect 20,000 
troops. and 100,000 might be 
phased out by the end of the 
year. 

An aide to Gen. Cao Van 
Vien, chief of South Vietnam's 
armed forces, said Vien con 
ferred with the U.S. commander 
in South Vietnam, Gen. Creigh- 
ton W. Abrams, last week, A 
spokesman for Abrams said fur- 
ther discussions are scheduled 
between the two. 


Abrams is understood to haye 
reluctantly, accepted the fact 
that some’ American troops will 
have to be withdrawn soon, but 
he is opposed to any Teduction 
until mid-July.

Some parts of the program 
were sponsored by the depart- 
ment. of Indian- Affairs, others 
by several Indian communi- 
ties, and a good many. parts 
were volunteered by Mr. Aller 
himself. : 

The children involved 
ranged in age from 2 to 17, 
with the largest number, 
among early teen-age partici- 
pants, working in mixed 
media, in two and three 
dimensions. 

There was apparently no 
attempt made to suggest 
Indian subject matter or 
designs, though it naturally 
appears from time to time, 
especially in the work of the 
older children. 

What is most important is 
that, however lacking in 
urban niceties, economic se- 
curity or language skills, the 
kids are perfectly adequate 
when it comes to the visual 
arts.

If anything, and according 
to Pied Piper Aller, they 
come to art with a naturai- 
ness which is astonishing. In 
many cases, all he had to do 
was set up a work area, 
engage in a bit of dabbling 
himself, and the diminutive 
onlookers, gathering rapidly in 
number, were clamoring for 
Paints, brushes and paper “‘to 
do their own thing’.

By BERYL PROUDMAN 
The demand for qualified 
guitar teachers far exceeds 
the supply so Marty Rosen- 
berg who travels with a 


classical guitar as his only. 


visible means of support need 
have no fear of — lacking 
employment as long as he is 
willing to teach. 


At 19, Marty has studied for 
six years with well-known 
Toronto teachers, Eli Kassner 
and Tony Braden, has passed 
his Grade VIII Royal Con- 
servatory of Music examina- 
tions and studied theory ex- 
tensively. 


Determined to continue to 
play and study to improve his 
firmly-based qualifications, 
Mr. Rosenberg already has 
much to offer to advanced 
students who have been with- 
out the benefit of a qualified 
teacher for many frustrating 
years of self-teaching. 


When asked to outline the 
method by which he teaches, 
the young guitarist explained 
that most teachers find them- 
selves developing their own 
variation of a basic method 
originated by one of the great 
masters. 

“Someone like Segovia,” he 
explained, ‘‘passes his system 
on to his students who then 
pass it on to others. Each 
time the system is _trans- 
mitted it loses a little of its 
original form and picks up 
m o difications characteristic 
of the person passing it on. 


Eager to see as much of 
Europe as he can, Marty 
Rosenberg is willing to stay in 
one place only as long as 
students need him, 

“For one student I would 
stay six months,” he says, 
“but for several I would have 
to stay for at least a year to 
give them the benefit of 
regular lessons.”’ 

While he believes that some 
folk and popular guitar music 
can be learned in groups, he 
also thinks that serious classi- 
cal guitar students need indi- 
vidual tuition, for each has his 
own problems and moves at 
his own pace, 

Though he realizes that 
many students could learn 
almost as much by studying 
the right books conscien- 
tiously, Marty knows that— 
human nature being what it 
is—few achieve the best 
results by teaching them- 
selves. 

“They need the discipline of 
an outside opinion and to 
measure up to someone who 
will not let them skip over the 


difficult parts.”

From Fabled East 


By G. S. KENT 


Comments of two local investment men who 
came homie recently from ‘trips to the fabled East 
indicate the usual diversity on what to expect in 
the markets this year. oe 

They returned within a few days of each other, having 
sampled opinion in Toronto and New York investment circles. 
But while one reports the feeling that recession is inevitable 
and the bears are out of the woods, the other said they're not 
and felt trading would simply become more selective, with 
greater numbers of Americans looking to Canadian equities 
for their performance qualities. 

There was a definite bearish feeling among research men 
consulted by the one dealer, who said that in order for 
inflation to be further checked, Richard Nixon must tighten 
the lid on money. 

To do it at the most politically acceptable time he would 
have to act immediately, it was felt. 

Ol course the federal reserve banks had already raised 
their discount rate, with the result that the cost of credit 
went up to borrowers in general, Interest rates would have to 
be hiked even further to discourage the American spending 
spree, the gloom merchants were saying. 

The other man had a different story. He said the question 
raised in New York was ‘Why did the (Federal) Reserve put 
the discount rate up when there was no government pressure 
to do so?” 

The answer, as his informants believed, is that the 
discount rate increase was imposed by Republican-minded 
bankers to reflect on the Johnson administration in its closing 
days. : 

By so doing they could expect some improvement in the 
domestic scene, for which Nixon could take the credit in the 
weeks to come. 

“They were saying, ‘Why should Nixon be saddled with 
this thing (making money tighter) when he had nothing to do 
with it?’ ” 

i Whether or not the interpretation is true, it provides an 
answer acceptable to some observers, and an interesting 
comment for market followers. 


e 

Dow Jones’ Monday view of the markets was borne out 
as the week went by. 

The Dow suggested the then heavy pall hanging over 
trading could be broken up with favorable news out of Paris, 
where Vietnam peace talks were stymied.. When agreement 
to open talks did come, the market rebounded. 

Further encouragement would be given with an 
announcement by South ‘Vietnam that troops will ‘be reduced. 
Such word could come before Nixon's inauguration Monday, 
DJ reported. 

& 

Mearwhile, the New York exchanges remain in “real 
trouble,” despite the reduction of trading hours. It seems that 
catching up with the paper tide is an impossible goal. as 
brokers replace one backlog with another. 

One of the Victoria dealers said he was tokd by a chief 
trader in New York that most employees in the financial 
‘streets are hourly-paid and ‘‘don’t give a damn’”’ whether they 
ever ctach up. 

There is talk, he said, of limiting daily trading to an 
arbitrary volime—say 10 million shares—‘‘and ring the gong 
when the figure is reached.’ i 

That, he brooded, could lead to all sorts of additional 
problems for the market pilace. 

“Tt is an awesome mess and nobody's got the answers in. 
the immediate future,” he said. 

But continued American interest in the Canadian market 
is seen, mostly because of the way Toronto has performed. 

This could be a sustaining influence on Canadian market 
action, especially with the possfbility that Nixon will extend 
the equalization tax beyond its normal expiry in the summer. 

As for stock markets generally, a single watchword 
eppears to be applicable to all—selectivity.

Fireplace Becomes Pivot of Home 


Where does one put a fireplace when planning a new 
home? An outside wall used to be the most logical place, but 
with today's trend towards great use of' glass for entire walls, 
the fireplace has moved to interior walls. In this way, the 
home owner can have his cake and eat it, too, in that he has 
the ‘‘indoor-outdoor"” feeling created by the glass during 
balmy weather, and the warm, snug shelter provided by a 


fire, when the weather is cold. 


Shown here is a great idea, both for placement and 
fireplace design, by architect Don Harms, in his own home. 
Instead-of just being a hole in the wail, the fireplace juts into 
the space between living and dining rooms. Over half of the 


fireplace stands free, including -the round ‘flue, so that the 
fireplace functions as a partition, with open space above to 
the low ceiling of the dining room. 


Use of materials has great interest; too, in that there is 
no attempt to conceal the basic construction of the fireplace, 
made of poured concrete, Lines of the wooden forms and_.the 
small air pockets clearly show, the texture a nice contrast to 
the smooth plaster wails and ceiling.

New Zealander Becomes Authority on B.C.

Gloria Strathern is a New Zealander. 


She's 


also blessed with those“itechy feet” whi¢h prompted 
so many. of her countrymen to leave settled lives in 
Europe and seek their fortunes “down under”, It’s 
those “itchy feet” which brought her to Victoria 


last April. 


If there’s a main difference between Mrs. 
Strathern and other globe-trotters it’s this; she also 
likes to cover a lot of ground in time, as well as 


geographical miles. 

Attached to the University 
of Victoria, she is now 
working with Dr. Reg Roy, 
chairman of the university’s 
social service research centre. 
Her assignment is the crea- 
tion of a bibliography of 
British Columbia, dating from 
the time of —the—province's 
discovery to, 1849, 

Although many miles from 
her homeland, Mrs, Strathern 
feels that her work is a close 
link between the two coun- 
tries. 

“I've always liked to be 
involved in research and New 
Zealand's history, like British 
Columbia's, is cradled in the 
Pacific. As an example, both 
have a share in the lives of 


Captains Cook and Van- 
couver.”” 
Mrs. — Strathern also feels 


that the struggles of Dunedin, 


the district in the south of 
New Zealand where she lived 
to 


for years, are parallel 
B.C.’s in the early days. 


“On a miniature scale, 
Dunedin faced the same chal- 
lenges as B.C., being forced to 
build roads around mountains, 
and create a civilized society 
in an awesome locale.” 

Although on university staff, 
Mrs. Strathern spends most of 
her time at the “provincial 
museum or archives, indexing 
from the time “the Spaniards 
first stubbed their toes on the 
land in the 1670s.” 

Most of the period in which 
Mrs, Strathern is involved is 
concerned with maritime ex- 


loration. She finds it any- 
thing but dull with its “char- 
acters” ranging from Span- 
iards, Russians, Canadian ex- 
lorers from the east, to the 
Americans who came here via 
Oregon. She refuses to choose 
any .favorites, although she 
admits that the fur traders 
were a remarkable breed, 
providing fascinating reading. 

This is Gloria Strathern's 
third stop'in Canada. She first 
worked at the University of 
Saskatchewan, and was book 
selector for the University of 
Toronto before she headed for 
the west coast. 

Living history in reverse, 
she spent a year in England 
after she left New Zealand, 
researching for such organiza- 
tions_as_the British Museum 
and the Colonial Office. Her 
present project is expected to 
take three years. 

Since her arrival in Vic- 
toria, Mrs. Strathern has had 
little time to indulge in her 
two hobbies, music and 
theatre. She hopes to correct 
this and_ join local groups this 
coming. fall.
